First, they objected to the League of 
Nations feature because they said Great 
Britain would have five votes to our one. 

This was shown to be a delusion or a 
fake. 

Then they said they didn’t like it be- 
cause it would knoek out the sacred Mon- 
roe Doctrine, 


A clause was added specifically safe- 


“yuarding the Monroe Doertine. 


Also they said they didn’t like it be- 
cause the voting arrangements were not 
according to Hoyle or holy precedent. 

The voting arrangements were amended 
accordingly. 

Now they seem reduced to the point 
where they don’t like it because they 
don’t like it. ; : 

Yet one and all they would détlare— 
and do—that they are in favor of some 
kind of a League of Nations, and of course 
they are in favor of abolishing war—if 
that can be done, they add. 

But the sincere among them overlook 
two points about that. 

The' first is that a League of Nations 
is necéssary to- abolish war and that in 
forming any kind of a League of Nations 
other countries besides the United’ States 
would have to be consulted. We couldn’t 
sail in with a scheme that would please 
us and compel everybody else to take it 
whether they liked it or not. 

Also, we can be perfectly sure the kind 
of a League of Nations that would be 
patched up by a group of American Sen- 
ators, none of whom had ever been out- 
side of the United States, is the exact 
kind every other nation we should have 
to deal with would reject in an instant. 

To form a League of Nations is a mat- 
ter of give and take. Some of us seem to 
think it is nothing but take. Compromise 
and concession are unavoidable. We can- 
not expect our partners in a League of 
Nations to give up everything to please 
us. If they did, it wouldn’t be a League. 
It would be a dictatorship and have about 
as much chance to survive in these days 
as any other dictatorship. 

The other point that is over-looked is 
that one provision in this covenant makes 
wars of any considerable size impossible 
and if we are really on the level in what 
we say about war that fact ought to out- 
weigh a thousand defects. z
